The crushing defeat of the na- 
tion's sea forces and the repeated rumors of the czar's death have pre- 
cipitated the; people into "the tfiroes of'the darkest dispair.'' 


Cowardly Crews of Doomed Ships Re- 


ported to Have Thrown Wounded 


and Dying Comrades Into the Sea 


TOKIO, June 2 — A remarkahle story 


of fighting on the battleship 
Orelm 


was in clt dilation heie today, but has 
not been confirmed. Early in the bat- 
tle 300 men were wounded 


Their cries and groans had such a 


disturbing effect on the other mem - 
hers of the ciew' that it was decided 
to throw ovei board those who were 
mortally wounded 
One hundred and 


forty dying Russians were cast Into 
the sea 
Then those less 
seriously 


wounded were tied to masts and other 
parts of the vessel to keep them out 
of the way of the crew. 
The sailors 


fought derperately until 
nearly 
all 


their guns •were dismantled and the 
ship was helpless 


ST PKTERSBURG, June 2 — The of-

cruiser Izumrud, received here today, 
destroys

that that vessel 


escaped and reached Vladivostok. 


The captain says he escaped from the 


scene of battle, but he had not coal 
enough to take his ship to Vladivostok, 
so he ran the vessel ashore in the night 
and blew her up All the crew es- 
caped to the shore.

cruiser Almaz the only large vessel of 
the fleet to escape.

yards behind 
the 
unfortunate man 


when he saw him reel and fall into 
the flume, as he was crossing the plank 
walk Burke hurried to the crossing 
but the man had disappeared. 


He came up town and found Officer 


Leslie Cacile, who, with him, hurried 
to the place wheie the man was seen 
to disappear 
They followed the flume 


down two hundred yards to the gate 
leading to the sewer at^the Riverside 
mill Here they found Clifton's body 
wedged in under the gra^e hard ant! 
fast 
Several poles were secured and 


it was,, found necessary to tie a rope 
about the dead man's arm and witl 
the assistance of several of the mil' 
men and officials the body was, raised 
after the gate had been elevated. 


Coroner Reid was summoned and the 


body was taken to the undertaking 
rooms of Reinhard & Co , where an 
inquest will be conducted this after- 
noon 


Coroner Reid, upon making an exam- 


ination of the clothing of the unfort- 
unate 
man, found a letter addressed 


to Frank Clifton at Loyalton, Cal. The 
letter was written from Upton, Cal 
and was evidently from the dead man's 
sweetheart 
He was dressed in the 


plain 
clothe(<? of a workingman. In 


getting the body out of the flume the 
coat was partially torn of£ Under a 
plain black' coat was a blue cambric 
shirt 
and plain 
woolen (underwear 


In addition to the letter found in hi 
coat pocket there was 65 cents in the 
vest and several little trinkets which 
'would not further establish his ifletv 
ti'ty. 


Officer Cadle Is of the opinion tha 


Clifton was 'in an advanced state o 
intoxication, otherwise he would no 
have walked off the bridge. As no 
maiks were found on the body it I 
quite certain that he strangled be 
fore he could climb out of the flume 
and being intoxicated, drowned be 
fore he could think of saving himself 
The water in the flume is five fee 
deep and flows about six inches belov 
braces which set at intervals olj flv 
feet across the top of the flume An- 
one falling in could easily get ou 
as they could seize the top braces, i 
a hold on the side of the flume coul' 
not be secured
